He endows schools at Baddesley-Ensor, Warw., and on his 'Yorkshire lands, with 
teachers to teach Ball's Little Catechism; also money to buy Bibles and the larger catechism and 
Hooker's works for every deserving poor in Baddesley and Caldecot. Bequests to "..... Lee that 
helped to defend the howse, "to cousin Lettice Farmer, to Capt. Lafield. Papers and books to uncle 
Ralph Purefoy; Dr. Gibbs' and Mr. Hooker's works to mother. His lands, Baddesley-Ensor and 
estates in Yorkshire near Sheriff Hutton and house at York to mother; reversion to stepfather 
Colonel William Purefoy; reversion thereafter. ... Yorkshire lands, which he had from his 
grandfather ?Dirickton [?Penkeston] to cousin Thomas Bourchier "that married my cousin 
Pickeringe," ... Baddesley to Daniel Barfield servant to Colonel Purefoy. Exors.: Jane his mother, 
and Colonel William Purefoy of Caldecott his stepfather.
